MINISTRY OF COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 7th August 1961 

No, 20/8 /57-Salt— The Salt Sources In Rajasthan viz. 
Sambhar Lake, Didwana and Pachbadra were under lease to 
the Government of India under Treaty arrangements conclud- 
ed between the British Indian Government and the Jaipur and 
Jodhpur Darbari in the nineteenth century. With the Federal 
Financial Integration of States, the lease of the above sources 


2. In view of the overall national Interests, the manufacture 
of salt at Sambhar, as at several other placcB in India, has 
continued to be undertaken by the Government of India Tor 
the last hundred years and more. Development of Salt Indus- 
try and all its by-pioducts and ancillary and allied chemical 
industries in Rajasthan is of vital importance to the industrial 
development of Rajasthan and the whole country. The Gov 
eminent of Rajasthan and the Government of India agreed 
that the manufacture of salt at Sambhar should, therefore, 
continue to be dune by the Central Government, While doing 
so, the Central Government should endeavour to develop the 
manufacture of the by-products of salt and the ancillary and 
allied chemical products in Rajasthan. 

3. The lease of land occupied by the salt works at Sambhar 
etc., which was held on certain terms and conditions by the 
Government of India fiom the Government of Rajasthan, 
expired on the 25th January, 1960. It was agreed to continue 
the lease in favour of Government of India in respect of the 
Sambhar Source for a further period of 99 years. 

4. The terms of lease in force were as under:— 

(i) Rent Rs. 50.000/- . Items 1, 6 & 8 of the Schedule 

to the Federal Fiuancial Agree- 
ment of 1950 at pp. 278-280 of 
Salt Manual Volume II. 


(ii) Royalty at 40% on 
sale price of salt in 
excess of 17,25,000 
aids. 


Items 3, 7 & 9 of the Schedule to 
the Federal Financial Agree- 
ment of 1950 at pp. 278-280 of 
Salt Marmul Volume II. 


5. In view of the need to arrive at an agreed basis for the 
terms of the lease and the allied questions, it was agreed 
between the Government of India and the Government of 
RajasLhan that this question of royalty on salt and ils by- 
produits at Sambhar may be referred for "arbitration to 
Shri V, T, Krishnamacharr, and both the Governments agreed 
to abide by his decision as to what should be the annual lump 
sum compensatory payment by the Government of India to 
the Government of Rajasthan on the abolition of the existing 
royalty on salt and for the royalty chargeable on the by- 
products of salt. 


6. After a number of discussions with the representatives 
of Government of India and Government of Rajasthan, in hfs 
Award dated the 29th April, 1961, the Arbitrator has decided 
as follows;— 

" (1) For the 99 years' lease of the Sambhar Lake to the 
Government of India, the State of Rajasthan will be 
paid the existing annual rent of Rs. 5.50 lakhs over 
the entire period. The Government of Rajastham 
should carry out all measures needed to ensure free 
flow of water into the Sambhar Lake. 

(2) A Company should be set up, for working the 
Sambhar area and carrying out the integrated pro- 
gramme of development envisaged, in which the 
Govrnmcnt of India (either by themselves or through 
the Hindustan Salt Co.) and the Government of 
Rajasthan will be share holders. The Government of 
India will allot free shares in favour of the Govern- 
ment of Rajasthan to the extent of 40 per cent of 
the paid up capital of the company from time to 
time. This will be in full compensation to the 
Rajasthan Government for royalty. None of the 
other claims advanced by the Rajasthan Government 
are admissible. The Rajasthan Government will have 
two representatives on the Board of the Company. 

(8) For the period between the expiry of the present 
arrangement (January 60) and the formation of the 
Company referred to In (2) above, payment will be 
made to tire Rajasthan Government on the terms in 
force upto January 1960. 

(4) If during the five year period 1960-61 to 1964-65 it is 
found that the aggregate payments made to the 
Rajasthan Government fall below Rs. 80 lakhs— i.e. 
Rs. 16 lakhs a year on an average— the difference will 
be made good by the company to the Rajasthan Gov- 
ernment. This is a temporary arrangement to avoid 
dislocation, if any, caused to the revenues of that 
Government during the next Plan period. 

(5) If any questions arise in regard to this award on 
which the parties differ, a reference shall be made 
to an Arbitrator agreed to between the parties, or in 
the event of the parties not agreeing, an Arbitrator 
appointed by the Chief Justice of India. The decision 
of the Arbitrator shall be binding on both parties." 

7. The Government of India have accepted the decisions 
contained in the Award. The Government of Rajasthan have 
also accepted the Award. Steps are being taken to imple- 
ment the decisions.

No. PL-4(9)/69-Pt.n,— The question of utilising new 
techniques of road construction evolved as a icsult of research 
and thereby effecting economy in the cost of road construc- 
tion and also increasing the durability of roads has been under 
the consideration of the Government of India for some time. 
A committee of the Panel of Scientists appointed bv the 
Planning Commission recommended in December 1956, that 
in order to bridge the gap between research and the applica- 
tion thereof, Assessment: Committees should be set up prefer- 
ably under the auspices of All-India Technical Bodies, to 
evaluate the results of research, to decide on large scale Dials 
and constructional work and to make allocations for these 
works from the funds to be provided for the purpose. As far 
as road research goes, this suggestion has been examined by 
the Government of India in consultation with the State Gov- 
ernments and it is resolved that a Central Assessment Com- 
mittee should be constituted under the aegis of the Indian 
Roads Congress. 

2. The composition of the Committee as suggested by the 
Indian Roads Congress and approved by the Government of 
India shall be as follows:— 

(i) The Consulting Engineer (Road Development), 
Department of Transport (Roads Wing); 

(li) The President, Indian Roads Congress; 

(iii) The Dltector, Central Road Research Institute; 


(iv) and (v) Two Chief Engineers of States;— 

(1) The Chief Engineer, Public Works Department, 
Government of West Bengal. 

(2) The Chief Engineer, Buildings and Communica- 
tions Department, Government of Gujarat; 

(vi) and (vu) Two Directors of State Road Research 
Laboratories. — 

(1) lice Dnectoi, Highway Rescaich Station, Madias; 

(2) The Dim lot. Public Works Department, Building', 

and Roads, Research Laboratory, Chandigarh. 

(vni) One number fiom a non Governmental organisation: -

convenor of the Committee and an officer of the Central Road 
Research Institute, nominated by the Director of that Institute 
will act as the Sccietary to the Committee.

In seleiting new techniques, the Committee will con- 
fine itself lo those which have been tried on Pilot 
experiments and have reasonable chances of succeed- 
ing Hie techniques should compare favourably with 
the existing methods of road construction as rcgaids 
cost in ihc legion, 

(ii) Lo examine die road projects of each State and deter- 
mine the site, length, eti , of roads where the normal 

methods ol construction can be replaced by a suit- 
able new technique in furtherance of research, For 
cadi State, the Committee will recommend such 
replacements to the extent of one per cent of the 
allocation for road development schemes in the State; 

(in) Fo collect such ptogress anil peiformancc leports as 
the Committee may presuibe for the work, expendi- 
ture and hehavioui, and assess the results of trials 
of the new techniques; 

(iv) In the event ol ant loss of money occurring as a result 
of the failure of the load constructed according to 
the new technique or the total tost of the new 
technique exceeding that ol the conventional method, 
to asse.x the loss m the extra expenditure, as the case 
may be, to be met from the "Risk Fund" set up for 
the purpose,
